STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 



Claims 1-29 were originally filed in this patent application. In response to a 
previous office action, no amendments were made. In the pending office action claims 1- 
29 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Mikami et al. 
(5,704,031) (hereinafter "Mikami") in view of Day et al. (US Pub No. 2002/0147757 Al)
